I nave  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1949. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  little  change  as  compared 
with  recent  years,  but  what  change  there  has  been  is  for  the 
better . 


The  Infant  Morta,lity  Rate  has  dropped  to  30*9  per 
1,000  live  births  and  is  low  compared  with  the  average  for  the 
country.  Figures  for  recent  years  show  a definite  trend  in 
the  right  direction. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  11 *87  compared  with  11*46  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a slight  increase  but  compares 
favourably  with  that  of  the  country  as  a whole  when  allowance 
is  made  for  the  age  distribution  of  the  population  concerned. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  or  of 
Poliomyelitis  in  the  district  curing  the  year. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
Mr.  Sealey  (Sanitary  Inspector) , Miss  Drinkwater  and  the  Staff 
for  the  help  they  have  given,  and  for  the  happy  relationship 
that  exists  in  the  Department.  I should  also  like  to  thank  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  real  and  sympathetic  interest 
they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  CoiTimittee.

3 houses  were  provided  with  mains  water  during  the  year  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  only  four  houses,  all  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the 
area,  were  without  mains  water. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a 
constant  supply  of  excellent  quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in 
all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent  in  the 
area.  : ' ’ ^

"The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has 
beep  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

110. samples  of  water  on  distribution  were  examined 
bacteriologically  and  101  of  these  were  free  from  coliform 
bacteria.  ■ ' ' 

The  water  supply  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  to  a 
pH  V .lue  of  7.0  to  7.5  and  the  lead  content -of  the  water 
after  standing  overnight  (roughly  18  hours)  in  contact 
with  lead  service  pipes  does  not  exceed  0.2  p.p.m.  as 
lead  (Pb) . 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  ' ' ; 

contamination."

This  work  is  principally  re-sewerage.  It  should  eliminate 
flooding  in-  the  Ashley  Road  area  which  has  been  prevalent  in  the  past 
during  heavy  rain. 


During  the  year  10  pail  closets  have  been  abolished  and  water 
closets  provided  in  substitution.  In  addition  six  properties  have 
been  newly  connected  to  the  sewer  and  four  septic  tank  plants  abolished. 
The,  drainage  at  one  other  property  was  improved  by  the  provision  of  a 
pro.per  septic  tank  plant.

Of  the  two  factory  chimneys  in  the  area  one  has  been  entirely 
satisfactory  since  the  introduction  of  automatic  fuel  feeding 
apparatus.  Complaints  v^^ere  received  with  regard  to  the  other  plant 
and  representations  made  to  the  operators  and  also  to  the  Ministry  of 
Fuel  & Power  for  better  quality  fuel  for  such  installation. 


ER^TDICATION  OP  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT  PESTS. 

Four  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year 
and  treated  successfully  by  the  tenants  v\/ith  D.D.T.  and  Zaldecide 
supplied  by  this  Department.  The  help  of  the  Department  wa,s  also 
sought  on  seven  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  including 
wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldecide  and  Cymag  were  successfully  used.  Although 
the  we  .ther  we.s  so  good  during  the  suiTuuer  months  it  is  plea,sing  to 
record  that  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip  wa,s  almost  entirely  without 
crickets.

TIilk  producing  premises  at  one 
of  the  farms  transferred  on  the  1st  October  was  completely  modernised 
before  being  transferred  to  the  Ministry.

Ice  cream  is  also  sold  at  5 
other  premises  in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory 
conditions  - in  3 of  these  premises  only  prepacked  Ice  cream  is  sold. 

Luring  the  year  one  manufacturer  provided  nev^/  separate  premises 
for  his  ice  cream  processing. 


INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POOLS  » 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  Butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Alt rincha.n.

RODENT  CONTROL  ~ 

The-  Council  decided  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  treat 
dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  free  of  charge.  The 
number  of  premises  subsequently  treated  showed  a considerable  increase, 
compared  with  previously,  when  a charge  was  made. 

The  primary  work  of  investigation  is  carried  out  by  myself  and 
the  actual  baiting  by  one  of  the  Council's  worlcraen,  trained  in 
disinfestation  methods. 

84  dwelling  houses,  as  well  as  5 business  premises,  were  treated 
by  the  Council  during  the  year;  although  the  infestations  were 
generally  small,  and  more  often  than  not  associated  with  keeping  of 
animals  and  poultry. 

Periodic  treatments  are  carried  out  at  the  Council's  Tip,  and 
in  addition  the  Council's  Sewage  Works  is  kept  under  observation, 
and  was  treated  once  during  the  year.- 
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RODENT  CONTROL  (Continued) 


Disinfestation  of  the  Council's  sewers  carried  out  during  the 
year  was  as  follows  - 

In  March  a maintenance  treatment  was  effected  by  baiting  10 
manholes,  with  subsequent  "poisoning"  in  6 of  these. 

A 10}b  test  was  conducted  in  September  and  revealed  evidence  of 
rats  in  10  out  of  68  manholes  baited,  there  being  560  foul  sewer 
manholes  in  the  area. 

AS  a result  of  this  test,  treatment  was  confined  to  39  manhole 
and  these  showed  evidence  of  rats  in  9,  and  poisoning  v;as  effected 
in  these.
